The Third Verſe contains a formal de- 
nunciation of a Blefling to the Reader (that 
r,Interpretcr, T/a. xxix. 11) and to the 
Hearers, ard Obſervers of this Prophecy ; 
which is clear enough. Bur, Why is this 
added as the Reaſon, For the time 1s at 
hind ? Of which noMan as -yer, I think, 
has given any good Account. But the 
meaning is plainly this ; For the rime is 
now come, wherein this Prophecy was to 
be underfiood and rightly interpreted, or 
ſhewed to the Servants of Chriſt ; ſo that 
they ſhould from thence perceive the ehings 
ſpa :ly to come to paſs, ro wit, The Viſion 
,declared by the Angel, in xxi and xxil 
"Chapters of theRevelation aforementioned, 
to be Near upcn fulfilling; which would 
be a Bleſſed thing to the Reader, Hearery, 
and Obſervers of this Prophecy. Bur to 
thoſe who lived at any great Diſtance from 
the time of its fulfilling, this Blefledneſs 1s 
not intended to belong; as is manifeſtly im- 
ported by the ſaid Reaſon, thar is given for 
1t. Bur then, In whar reſpe& is that time 
ſaid here to be near at hand? | anſwer, 
The Revelarion is ſo contriv'd, that it was 
impoſſible ro be underſtood without the 
help of that Angelical Expoſition of the 
Maſter-rypes, which is given us, Chap. xvii. 
This is plain of it ſelf ; unleſs we think that 
the Angel there interprets them to no pur» 
poſe ; when they might as well have been 

- underſtood Without it. But now we muſt 
obſerve, Thar the Angel, that explains 
thoſe Myſteries, is exprelly, noted to be 
One of the Angels that hal the ſeven Vials, 
to pour out upon Babylon, Chap. xvii, 1. 
Whereby is Ggnified, Thar till the Times of 
the Vials (or Laft Plagues, as they are cal- 
led, Rev. xv. 1.) that Vifion of Rev. xvii. 
which is the Key to all the reſt, ſhould not

Bleſſed is he that readeth (or int 

&e. could not rake itstrue and juſt Efee, 
till the Times of the Vials, that is, of the 
Declenſion”of the Babylonſh Tyranny ;

With reſpect to Thoſe Ting 
therefore is that Promiſe to be underft 
and not to any Times preceding the Vial, 
By all which we lee, Thar this

ſed Saviour would raile up ſuch as ſhould 
interpret it ro his Servants, notwithſtat- 
ding all rhe oppoſition that {hould be made 
by ſuch as would have the true meaning of 
the Prophecy to be ſeal'd ſhut np,or ſtifled: 
For as when the Vial-Angels are faid to 
have brought ſeveral Plagues upon the ad- 
verſc party, Rev. xvi. we thenc? conclude, 
That therefore thoſePlagues were really to 
come 1n the Time of the Vials: So when 
a Viſion is ſaid ro have been ſhewed,gr in- 
rerpreted by a Vial Angel, we are as much 
oblig'd to infer there-from, That therefore 
that Viſion was to be Really and Eventual- 
ly ſhewed or interpreted in the Vial-timer, 
Thus then we ſee, the Revelation begins 
with addrefling it ſelf to thoſe Time: of 
the Vials, which were a little ro -— 
the fulfilling of its Chief Viſion ; when fl 
It was to be underſtood ; and in reſpett of 
which it bears the Title of A REVE 
LATION. For while the Mylteries 
of it lay in Darknels, (as confeſſedly they 
did for many Ages, and were fo ordain'd 
of God to do) it could not in any tolers- 
ble ſenſe be calld A REVELATE 
ON, (or a Book Unſealed ) to thoſe 4 


ges. 
Objeftion. Bur if a Vial- Angel's inter- 
prering the Myſteries of the xv1i. Chapter 
1s an intimation, That thoſe Myſteries 
could nor be interpreted rill the Time: of 
the Vials. And if aVial- Angel's ſaying, Seal 
not the Prophecy, muſt be und with 
reſpect to the Times of theVials; then why 
mult not a Vial- Angel's Expoſition yp the

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ing1.(Rev. xvii.) where he lays Five

ag.One 55 Now in the Times of the Vials , 
would unjoynrt the whole Prophecy? 
laſwer, The Angel ſpeaks thoſe Words, 
Fine are faln, One 15, &c. as an Interpreter, 
and not as a Miniſter or Afr in the Vi- 
hon; as appears from verſ. 7, 9. And there- 
fe he muſt be underſtood ro regard the 
Tine in which he Really ſpake the Words; 
frOtherwiſe his Interpretation would fig- 
nie nothing ; for we ſhould till be ro 
ſeek, when the Times of the Vials were to 
be. But in ſaying,Sea! not the Book, , for the

Together 
with This Beaſt,(or Eighth King) ariſe Ten 
other Kings, that for a time contribute 
their Power, and Strength, and Kingdom 
to him (chat is, to the A/bore, or Babylon, 
te City that he heads and rules in.) Af= 
ter this, the Friendſhip of thoſe Kings is 
urned to mortal Hatred. Theſe ſhall bate 
th Whore (ſays the Angel) and ſhall make 
er dſolate and naked, and ſhall eat her 
Kb, and burn ber with Fire; that is,they 
&ulpour out the Vials (or Laſt Plagues) 
won her, All which is exceeding, clear 
beyond all poſſible Exception, from Rev. 
mii, 20, 11, 12, 13, 16, 47, 18. From 


whence wy ſee, Thar the Vials (or Laſt 
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Plagues)whereby Babylon is to be def roy 
come not upon the Stage, till the "Ten 
Kings, who are to deſtroy the Vhore, be- 
gin to Hate her, Between which, and the 
One is, there is interpoſed all the time of 
the Confederacy of the Ten Kings wit! 
the Beaſt ; and allo, all the time of the: 
ſeventh King: So that to ſay, That the 
One is (or Sixth King) belongs to the 
time of the Vialsy, how Abſurd were it! 
Wherefore the One is cannot pollibly be 
reterr'd to the Time of the Vials, or My- 
ftical Time ; but to the Real Time St. Jobn 
liv'd in, to whom the words were fpoken. 

And on the other fide, the Abſurdity of 
underſtanding thoſe words, [Bleſſed 1s be 
that readeth, &c. (or ſeal not the Prophecy) 
for the time is at hand] of the Real Time 
St. Fohn liv'd io, is altogether as groſs and 
palpable as the orher. For it is confeſt on 
all hands, that this Prophecy was ſea/ed 
(if ever Prophecy in the World were ſeaPd} 
and could not be read (as a Prophecy or. 
Declaration of Furure, things) to any pur- 

le, for many Apes after. And the com=- 
plaints of the skilfulleſt Divines of all Per- 
ſuaſions at this very day (co whom the- 
obſcurity of theſe Myſteries is the pre- 
rended diſcouragement) are a ſufficient E- 
vidence of the undeniable Fruth of thar 
Aſſertion. Wherefore if thoſe paſſages can- 
not be underſtood of the Real Time St.Jobn 
livd in, they muſt relate ro the Myſtical 
Time of the Angel that ſpake them to 
him, conſider'd as an Actor in the Vials. 

If you ſtill infiſt, the Prophecy in Saint 
John's time was written for any one to 
read (or underſtand) that could ; t an- 
ſwer, ſo was Daniel's in his tiwe written 
too, which yet was commanded to be 
ſealed (Dan.-xii, 4.) till the time of the end, 
It 1s not therefore the Priting, but the 
Underſtanding of a Prophecy that Unſeals 
or Opens it.
